known that the policy of protection as ap- | 


plied to trade once reigned supreme in 
Enzland, just as Horace Greeley aod his 
disciples would have it enthroned here. 
Great Britain, it may be said, graduated in 
the school of prohibition. I is for that 
reason, more than for any other, that she 
stands to-day, both in theory and practice, 
the most advanced exponent of free trade 
ideas, She bas given both extremes a 
thorough trial, and knows from experience 
which w most conducive to the genural 
good. We may, therefore, ii we will, as 
France has done, profit by her example. 
It is important that we should ascertain 
what line of legislation is needed to relieve 
the distress which has fallen upon our wool 
trade. We have tried protection, but its 
fruits have been evil, and evil only. But 
the protection school urge that the protec- 
tion granted is inadequate, and propose as 
a remedy that the dose be increased. Now 
perbaps their treatment is radically wrong. 
Perhaps it is treedem, not restriction, that 
the case demands. At any rate it was the 
policy of freedom that not only saved the 
wool trade of England, but gave it a mag- 
nitude and presperity unequaled by any 
other country. The experience of England 
shows, as remarked by Mr. Wells, that trom 
the time of the abolition of the dutics on 
forcign wool until now the amount of wool 
grown, manufactured, exported and con- 
sumed has annually increased, and with 
great profit to all who were directly or in- 
directly interested. 

In the reign of Charles Il. the 
export of English wool was prohib 
ited on pam of death. This penalty 
was remitted in that of William IIL, bat 
the probibition, under severe penalties, 
continued until 1761, when George IIL 
came to the throne; the prohibition, how- 
ever, continued, and the penalties remained 
until the year 1825, when the laws on the 
subject were wholly abolished. ‘The 
effects of these laws were remarkable. The 


prices of wool were low in proportion as the | 


laws weresevere. Any relaxation of their 
severity was attended by an advance in 
the price of wool, while as from time to

time, belore the period of thelr entire abo- | 
lition, fresh enactments in the direction of | 


increased rigor were obtained, the price 
would again decline, As, for instance, 
when in 1738 a harsher character was given | 
to the law, the price fell from 9d to from 4d _ 
to 6d per Ib, and again, under milder laws, 
it advanced, in 1752, to 7d.

Trees. 

The timber question is already begin- 
ning to be considered by farmers as one of 
growing interest and importance. In the 
West, and in Kentucky, the trees are 
steadily wesrlng away. Legislation is 
talked about, and there bas been some 
public effort in the mght direction. In the 
early history of the country the extensive 


foresta which existed seemed adequate to | 


the exigencies of advancing settlements to 
ap indefinite tuture. Bat at a later period 
Congress found it necessary to intervene 
tor the protection ot live-oak and red-cedar 
as a reserve for ship-building. Accordingly 
in 1817 a statute to that end was passed, 
which was followed by a law in 1831 to 
arrest spoliation. By judicial rulings and 
executive decisions these laws may be 


invoked for the protection of all timber | 


on the natiofal domain. A system of 
agency many years ago was established 
for protection of trees, but, resulting m 
no substantial advantage, was abandoned. 
The district land cfiicers were thea 
specially charged with the duty of timber 
protection. This measure has proved to 
be an improvement; yet it has been found 
difficult, with all the instrumentalities at 
hand, effectually to correct the evil. Spe- 
cial instructions from time to time have 
been iesued to registers and receivers, im- 
pressing upon them the necessity for con- 
stant vigilance and energetic proceedings 
to suppress depredations. In the case of a 
williul violation of the law, where the re-. 
quisite proof is at hand, it has been or- 
dered that the timber cut, wherever found 
and identified, shall be seized and sold; the 
intervention of the disirict attorney and 
marshal having been called into requis: 

tion to bring offenders to strict accounta- 
bility. The dictates of wise policy, how. 
ever, have suggested exception toa rigid 
mode of procedure, where extenuating cir- 
cumstances exist, and in such cause a rea- 
sonable tarifl as stumpage for timber cut 
has been recerved, by way of compromise, 
as an equivalent for the civil wmjury, while 
the criminal prosecution is dismissed by 
the district attorney, under the belief that 
as the party acted with no willful or crimi-
